Democratic government should be and can be efficient; it shou be and 
can be free of racketeering or corruption large scale or small, but it 
can only be expected to measure up to these ideals if the electorate is suf- 
ficiently enlightened and sufficiently interested to make it so and those ob- 
jectives can only be achieved by the rank and file of the electorate devot- 


ing the necessary time and effort to study intelligently the problems of the 
country, the province and the municipality, not only occasionally but day 
in and day out. If that viewpoint is adopted by all the electors and prob- 
lems are approached with a single eye to the benefit of the community as 
a whole, rather than the individual or the group, self government can he 
achieved to the highest degree, and there will be no thought of exchanging 
it for any system which may mean the bartering of liberty for a 
f pottage.
